‘ nior himfeif. who is extremely hamane and pacific, for a Turk. 
* He is quire devoted to his wives and chikiren, of whom he is 
‘extremely fond.—He has no idea of dilturbing his repofe by 
* the horrors cf a doubtful war.’
